IHDIANAPOMB, AuR. 13.—"I am sin. 
oere in the belief that Indiana will go 
demooratic," Mr. S. P. Sheeriu remark- 
ed in » oouversation this morning. 


"How and where do you expect to 
gain enough repnblican votes to carry 
the state?" 


*'We can carry the state on democratic 
•otes," he replied. '«It is only ntces- 
sary for ns to get the voters out to the 
polls on election. At the last state elec- 
tion there were 17,000 democrats in In- 
diana who did not Tote, and the number 
of republicans who did not go to the 
polls was only about 8,000. There were 
factional differences that caused as to 
l o s e some votes. In the Twelfth dis- 
trict there was a change of nineteen 
hundred votes, which alone was about 
enough to have given the republicans 
the majority they had.

A. O. McClelland, a very popular gen- 
tleman, has been nominated as the can- 
didate for congress, and he is being 
very heartily supported by the men who 
were his opponents in the convention.

FLEEING FROM HOME 


Two TlMstaad People Leave St. AugM- 
tln«, Florida» OB Aeeoant of 
the Tenible Yellow 
Fever. 


ANDBBSON, Ind., Aug. 
1 4 — T h e first 
balloon inflated with natural gas to arise 
was sent up from Riverside Park, near 
this city, at 6 o'clock yesterday. 
The 
balloon is known as the "When," is new, 
made of heavy silk, and is one hundred 
feet in height and sixty-five feet in cir- 
cumference when inflated. 


It has long been a question as to 
whether or not natural gas would float a 
balloon to any considerable 
height. 
This one was filled from a pipe from the 
McOulloch well until a gauge indicated 
the silk which was inclosed in strong 
netting, was bearing twenty pounds 
pressure, when Oeorge Ayers, an ama- 
teur aeron >.ut, climbed into the basket, 
and the "When" was cut loose. 


She rose steadily until an altitude of 
about twenty-five hundred feet was 
reached, when a current of air was 
struck which bore the balloon and its 
single passenger away to the south-east, 
since which nothing has been seen or 
heard from them.

Aug. 14.~Tbe 
latest news from Tampa is to the efiect 
that there are four suspicious cases of 
sickness there and three cases of yellow 
fever. Manatee has two cases and Plant 
City one. Bt. Augustine is still wildly 
alarmed. Two thousand persons have 
left there in the last day or two. 


Hundreds of men and teams are em- 
ployed in cleaning the dty and all kinds 
of rubbish is being consumed by fire. 
Sulphur is being oonsumed in large 
quantities. Lime aud chloride of lime, 
copperas and other disinfectants are 
freely used. Every portion of the city 
is to be gone over, and the hardest kind 
of a fight is to be made to stamp oat the 
scourge. It is intended to bum the 
wooden portion of the Grand hotel. 


This is the place where the epidemics 
of 1857 and 1877 started, and also where 
McCormic was taken from a fortnight 
ago. Over one hundred l)onfires of tar, 
etc., were ignited last night all over the 
city. Probably three quarters of the 
citizens have left. The general pre- 
caution among many to preserve their 
health is a small bag containing sulphur 
and camphor to be worn next to the body 
on the chest, and a small piece of garlic 
in the month.

OmOAOo, Aug. 14.—The stream of 
crude petroleum which was started from 
Lima, Ohio, three weeks ago into the 
great tanks of South Chicago, began 
pouring into their reservoirs shortly 
after midnight this morning.

now flowing at the rate of 8,000 barrels, 
or 886,000 gallons a day.

TELLOff FBTER. 


Three Persons Who Have It Pass 
Through Lonl^ville, Ey. 


LouisvUiiiB, Ky., Aug. 14.—Three 
persons supposed to have yellow fever 
passed through Louisville, this morning, 
en route from Jacksonville, Fla., to 
their homes in Ohio. 
They went to 
Jacksonville last spring for their health 
and when the yellow fever became epi- 
dt mic, by energetic measures and ro- 
bust misrepresentations made to the 
quarantine 
ofScials, made their es- 
cape. 


They were accompanied by an official 
of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
who was also in the aff'ected district and 
made his escape. He has not yet shown 
any symptoms of fever, although he was 
for a time with Lon Tuttle, the passen- 
ger agent of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville for Florida, who died at Jackson- 
ville Friday. 
The official's wife and 
others, supposed to have been less dan- 
gerously exposed, were also in the party 
when they left Jacksonville Saturday. 


None of them were ill and the only 
fear was that they would not be able to 
get through the lines. 
Before they 
reached Way cross, Ga., however, one 
case of fever had developi a and the 
victim was put off at a point tliree miles 
south of Waycross. The party was 
stopped at several quarantine stations, 
but everywhere it was denied they had 
been exposed to the fever. 


A Convent Bnrned. 


NBW TOBK, Aug. 1 4 . — T h e convent of 
the Sacred Heart, at 128th street and 
St. Nicholas avenue, was burned last 
evening. Loss, $200,000. The immates 
escaped safely. The fire was caused by 
the carelessness of a roofer in leaving a 
charcoal furnace lighted when he quit 
work for the night.

6200,000.

As the train was about to move 
away Mr. Blaine appeared on the plet- 
form in response to calls, and thanked 
the people for their kind recognition.

PABiis, Aug. 14.—Prime Minister M. 
Floqeutt received a deputation of nawes 
to-day, whc declared that the masters 
would have complied with their demand 
if the government and police had not 
supported them. M. Floqeutt reminded 
the delegation that, although the repub- 
lic allowed workmen to discuss the con- 
ditions of labor, it did not allow them 
the right to impede labor. The govern 
ment would protect the workers against 
all violence.

I t Coats to Feed m Oiiliti«! ! • Ml 
Ooean Steamer. 


The Ooeanio Steamship Oompaay^ 
office was crowded yesterday forenoon, 
MWB the San Francisco Examiner, 
by 
Ohinamen anxions to avail themselyes 
of the reduced rate of passage by the 
Canadian Pacific Steamship Abyssinia. 
Two hundred and forty took passage by 
her, and sailed at 12 o'clock. 


"See the Abyssinia lot of Chinese?" 
•aked the dispenser of hospitality at a 
neighboring lunch-bar. 
"Seem a queer 
lot. 
Give a great deal of trouble, most 
likely. That kind always do. 
There are 
cripples and broken-down men of all 
k i n ^ among them." 


"Have you had experience in thai 
trade?" 


"Yes, for years. 
I have been em- 
ployed in the Chinese trade quite a 
longtime, but I "have quit the sea. 
These fellows will have an armory with 
them. 
They are quarrelsome and dan- 
gerous, and there are always sea-law- 
yers aboard to stir up trouble. 
They 
tell the ignorant coolies their rights, and 
if we were not prepared to fight at the 
drop of a hat it would be all up with us 
and the ship. 
We generally manage to 
keep them under." 


"What does it cost to feed Chinese 
passengers ?" 


"I brought over 1,500 of them one 
trip at an average cost of if cents a day 
jitT man. 
Yes, it was a little pinched, 
but they had enough. 
Up to 300 a fair 
average of the cost is 10 cents per head 
daily; ab<n e that the average lowers. 
I 
think the Pacific Mail figures on 12 
cents, but that depends on circum- 
stances. 


"What kind of food do they get?" 
"Chiefly rice. We 
take 
twenty-six 
difierent kinds of cuOws. 
We take 
white beans, brown beans, black beans, 
red beans, green beans—every kind of 
beans; orange 
]>eel, 
sauces, 
dried 
shrimps, dried fish, dried abalone, al 
though they get little of that. 
But the 
px-incipal diet is 
rice. 
Five pounds of 
beef 
will go as far with a 
hundred 
Chinamen as Tvith five white men. They 
take a big mess of rice and a small piece 
of fresh meat, which they lift, bite off a 
small morsel, and return to the dish. 
Then tliey pitch into the rice with their 
choi)sticks and sample the sauces. They 
are fond of salt pork and salt rjieat. 
Fresh meat goes further. 
They should 
never get salted meat or pork." 


"Have you ever had trouble with 
Chinese passengers ?" 


"Often. 
I remember once in the 
Peking we had 1,000 of them, and they 
kicked about their food. 
I went down 
to find out what the trouble was, and 
then brought down the chief officer. 
The rice was not cooked to their lik- 
ing. 


" 'I will give you ten minutes to 
eating,' said the chief officer; 'after 
the rice will be thrown overboard.' 


"We could not move. 
We were sur- 
rounded. 
'Time's u})', said I, calling 
my boys to clear away. 'Over she goes.' 
The Chinamen looked sulky for a min- 
ute or so, then sat down and ate the 
rice, and that was the last of it. 


"We never have any trouble coming 
this way till after Ave leave 
Yokohama. 
TJ2) to the time he reaches Yokohama he 
is all swollen out with rice, cutting a 
Tery ridiculous figure with his spindle 
legs and overhanging stomach. 
After 
leaving Japan he is in good condition, 
and listens to the incendiary talk of the 
Chinese 
highbinder. 
if 
we backed 
down or weakened in any way it would 
be all up with us. 
Chinamen are a hard 
crowd to handle on shipboard." 


"You have only to give the Chinamen 
plenty to eat and you have no trouble," 
said an attentive listener. 
"I was in 
Hong Kong when the Abyssinia came 
in three trips ago, and she had trouble 
about the food. She then sailed from Vioi 
toria. 
The other vessels seldom have 
any bother of that kind." 


"You think that 10 cents per 
day 
covers the cost of the food supplied on, 
shii)board to each Chinese passenger?" 


"Yes, I do. 
It costs less, 
with care, 
when the numbers are large, than when 
there are few on board. 
There is little 
waste, I assure yott. 
It is not a losing 
trade at f25 ])er head." 


He DisliktMl Slang. 


It was at the Institute of Technology, 
a few days before the close of the term. 
One of the ¡¡rofessors had been troubled 
by hearing some of tlui students indulg- 
ing in slang, 
Accordingly, when his 
class had assemljled to hear liis lecture, 
he gave them a ten-)ninute discourse on 
the use of slanji; told them how it was 
corruiJting the language, and that its 
use was, among ixTsons of cultivation 
and refinement, a sure sign of ill-breed- 
ing. 
Then he went on with his regular 
lecture, and at its close called the at- 
tention of his class to the fact that some 
of them had been remiss in their studies, 
and that it Ijehooved tlieiii to make up 
for lost time or they would fail to pass 
the apj)roachiiig examinations. 
"The 
fact is," he c(jncluded, "you've got to 
brace up or you'll get left," which shows 
that preaching and i>ractice are often 
wide apart.—Bonton 
Herald.

D e a t h . 


The use of carbon dioxide has been 
recommended as a speedy and painless 
means of extinguishing life in animals, 
but it appears that death does not al- 
ways ensue at once on suffocation by 
this gas. 
A frog was recently placed in 
carbon dioxide for half an hour, and 
then, apparently dead, was subjected to 
some electrical experiments, but two 
hours later was discovered as lively as 
ever. 
The observation suggests that 
suffocation may produce at first a kind 
of catalepsy, and that life should not be 
too hastily pronounced extinct in per- 
sons taken from burning 
buildings, 
mines, etc.—Arkanmw 
Traveler.

•Ever hear of the hanging of tbe 
gamblers at Vicksburg? 
I H teli you 
about it. 
As a piece of amateur mtuuci- 


p ^ justice it took high rank in its day. 
To begin at the beginning I have to gO 
back to Natchez. 
The place was, in its 


day, the most beautiful upon the Missis- 
sippi Eiver between New Orleans 
and 
St. Louis. 
It is on a bluff 200 feet high, 
caUed the North Chickasaw Bluff. 
It 
was, before the war, the home of wealth, 
many rich planters living there. 
These 
men owned large cotton plantations in 
Mississippi, others had lai-ge sugar plan- 
tations in Louisiana. 
Up in the city 
the society was jwlished and ari8t(> 
cratic. 
There was a little bottom next 
the river, and under the bluff a narrow 
strip where was a large business done in 
the way of merchandising of various 
kinds, commission and cotton-shipping. 
Silver street, next the bluff, between 
that and the water, was occujaed by 
whisky sellers, gambling-houses, dance- 
hi)uses, and other bad resorts. 
This 
bluff had been gradually settling for 
three or four yeai-s. 
Every now 
and 
then there would be a landslide. 
In 
1834 a great slide made it necessary for 
the Silver street occupatits to seek other 
haunts. 
The gamblers and the 
other 
disre])utable denizens went to Yicka- 
burg, which had up to that time 
been 
rather an orderly town, and desirable 
place to live. 
After the arrival of the 
gamblers Yickslmrg began to be no» 
torious through its new 
jwpulation. 
Many outrages were committed. 
It 
came to such a pass that the good peo- 
ple of Vicksburg held a public meeting 
to correct the abuse. 
A committee, 
with Dr. Bodley at the h(\'id, visited the 
gambling-houses. 
Hand bills had been 
posted, ordeiing the gamblers to leave 
town 
inside 
of 
twenty-four 
hours. 
When the committee api)oared a fight 
took place, in which Dr. 
Bodley 
was 
killed and two or three other citizens 
badly wounded. 
This murder aroused 
the most inti ns(i feeling and the high- 
est excitement. 
I do not think a mob 
was ever organized in a shorter time. 
Five gamblers wlio Avere most 
promi- 
nent in the attack that re>sulted in mur- 
der were taken ujyon the hill and swung 
up. 
It was a great day for 
Judge 
Lynch. 
When 
they were dead they 
were taken down and 
thrown 
into 
graves at the foot of the gallows, a 
quantity of their gambling implements 
being thrown into the ditch and buried 
with them. 
The lynchers then took an 
old scow, and i)utting ten or a dozen 
more gamblers ui)on it who were not 
directly connected 
with the 
murder, 
pushed it out into the Mississippi with- 
out oar or pole of any kind and 
sent 
them adrift. 
Tlie remaining gamblers 
left the town in great haste, glad to es- 
cape with their lives, and for many a 
long year ther< alter Yicksburg 
was 
noted as a higli-grade, moral town."

They are quarrelsome and dan- 
gerous, and there are always sea-law-, 
yere aboard to stir up trouble. ' 1'hey 
tell the ignorant coolies their rightB,nnd 
if wo were not prepared to fight at the 
drop of a hat it would be all ap with as 
and the sbip. We generally manage to 
keep them •under." 


"What does it cost to feed 


I brought over 1,500 of them on» 


trip at an average cost of 4$ cents a day 
per man. Yes, it was a little pinched, 
but they bad enough. Up to 300 a fair 
average of the cost is 10 cents per head 
daily; above tlmt tho average lowers. I 
think the Pacific Mail figures <m 12 
cents, bnt that depends on cironm- 
stances. 


"What kind of food do they, get?" 
"Chiefly rice. "We take twenty-six 


different kinds of chows. 
We take 


white beans, brown beans, blaak beans, 
red beans, green bonus—every kind of 
beans; orange 
i>eol, 
sauces, dried 


Kin-imps, dried fish, dried abalone, al 
though they get little of that. Bnt the 
principal diet IB rieo. Five pounds of 
beef will go as far with a hundred 
Chinamen as with live white men." They 
take a big moss of rice and a small piece 
of fresh meat, wliieh tltey lift, bite oft m 
small morsel, and return to the dish. 
Then they pitch into the rice with their 
chopsticks ami sample tho nances. They 
lire fond of salt jwrk and salt meat. 
Fresh meat goon further. They should 
never gat salted meat or pork." 


"Have yott ever had trouble with 


Chinese passengers?" 


"Often. 
I remember once in the 


Feting wo had 1,000 of them, and they 
kicked alxmt their food, t wont down 
to lind out what tho trouble waa, and 
then brought down tho chief officer. 
The rice was not cooked to their lik- 
Dg." 'I will give yon ten minutes fcobegia 
«ating,' said the cliiuf officer; 'after that 
the nee will bo thrown overboard.' 


*We could not move. We were evr* 


rounded, 'Timo'H up', said I, oallinjr 
my boye to clear away. 'Over she goem/ 
The Chinamen looked sulky for a min- 
ute or so, then sat down and ate tbe 
rice, and that wan tho laut of it 


"We never have any trouble coming 


this way till jvftur wo leave Yokohama. 
Up to the time ho reaction Yokohamahe 
ia all swollen out with rico, cutting» 
Tery ridiculous figure with hia spindle 
legs and overhanging stomach. After 
leaving Jupan ho M m good condition, 
and listens to tho incendiary talk of the 
Chinese highbinder. 
If we backed 


down or weakened in any way it would 
be all Up with us. Chinamen are a hard 
crowd to handle on shipboard," 


"Yon have only to give tho Chinamen 


plenty to oat and you havo no trouble," 
said fln attentive listener. "I waa in 
Hong Kong when tho Abytininia earn* 
in three trips ago, and slio hail trouble, 
abont the food. She then sailed from Vioi 
toria. The other vessels seldom have' 
any bother of that kind." 
BYou think that 10 cents per day 


covers tho cost of tho food nupplied on, 
shipboard to each Chinese passenger?"! 


" Yes, I do. It costs loss, with care, 


when the numbers are large, than when 
there are few on bnnrd. - There U little 
waste, I nssiiro you. It is not a losing 
trade at $25 par head."

•Ever hear of the hanging of the 


gamblers at AriokKburg? I'll tell yon 
about it. 
As a piece of amateur munici- 


pal justice it took high r»uk in its day. 
To begin at the beginning I liuve to go 
buck to Natchez. The place was, in its 
day, the most bt'iuitiful upon tho Missis* 
sippi lljvor between Now Orleans and 
SL Louin. It itfon nblniraOU feet high, 
called the North Clucku,saw ISlufl". It 
was, before the war, thc home of wealth, 
Bony rich planters living there. Thoso 
meu owned large cotton plantations iu 
Miasissi])pi, others Imd large sugar plan- 
tations in Louisiana. Up in tho city 
the society was polished ""and aristo- 
cratic. There was »little bottom next 
the river, and under tho blull a narrow 
strip where was it large business done in 
the way of merchandising a£ various 
kinds, commission and cotton-shipping. 
Silver street, uext the bluff, between 
that and the water, was occupied by 
whisky sellers, gumbliiig-houses. dam-e- 
houHes, and other bud resorts. This 
bluff had been gradually settling for 
three or four years. Every now aud 
then there would bo a landslide. In 
183* a great slide niiuk> it necessary for 
the Silver street occupants to seek other 
haunts. The gamblers and tho other 
disreputable denizens went to Vicks- 
bnrg, which hud up to that time been 
rather an orderly town, and desirable 
place to live. After the arrival of the 
gamblers Vk-Jtsbtirg bi-gun to be no- 
torious through its uuw population. 
Many outrages were committed. 
It 


came to such a pass tlmt the good peo- 
ple of Vickuburg lield a public meeting 
to correct the abuse. A committee, 
with Dr. Botlloy at the head, visited the 
gambling-homes. Haml bills had buen 
posted, ordering the gamblers to leave 
town inside of 
twenty-four 
honr», 


"When the committee appeared a tight 
took place, in which Dr. Bodley waa 
killed and two or three other citizens 
badly wounded. This nmrdur aroused 
the most intense frilling and tho high- 
est excitement. I <li> not think a mob 
was ever organized in a shorter time, 
Five gamblers who were most promi- 
nent in tho-attuck tlmt resulted in mur- 
der were taken uiwn the liill and swung 
up. It was a groat day fur Judge 
Lynch. "When tboy were dead they 
were taken down and thrown into 
graves at the foot of the gallows, a 
quantity of their gambling implements 
being thrown into tho ditch and buried 
with them. Tim lynchors then took an 
old BOOW, and putting ten or a dozen 
more gamblers upon it who wore not 
directly connected with the murder, 
poshed it out into the Mississippi with- 
out oar or pole of any kind mid sent 
thorn adrift. The remaining gnmbkn 
left tho town in groat hasto, glad to es- 
«pe with their lives, and for many a 
long year therrnttur Vicksburg waa 
BOtad a« a hitrh-ftnulu, moral town."
